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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . In the amendments filed on 1 1-06-2003, Applicants indicated that claims 23-26 
were cancelled. However, in the amendment filed on 03-08-2004, Applicants indicated 
that claims 23-26 were withdrawn as non-elected invention. Once applicants canceled 
claims 23-26, applicants cannot put these claims back in the pending application. In 
order to avoid any confusion for the current status of claims 23-26, the examiner will 
cancel these claims by the examiner's amendment below. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 -6, 1 3-22 are allowed. 
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5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
prior arts fail to disclose or suggest one of the following step in conjunction with all other 
limitation in the claims: removing the second conductive barrier layer and dielectric 
layer from the vias and overlying trenches not covered; or removing the second 
conductive barrier and dielectric layer from selected ones of vias and trenches; or 
removing the dielectric layer from the dielectric layer from the capacitor structure from 
selected vias and trenches, leaving a first conductive barrier in the selected vias and 
trenches. The prior art (Alers) teaches to remove the barrier layer and dielectric layer 
outside the trench and vias structure. However, the dielectric and barrier layer inside 
the trench and via is needed and therefore it cannot be removed.
